Sir Roger Westfall.governor-general of Tangan- 
yika and the members of his council were assembled 
in the Government House. Their guest was a young 
American, Henry Chandler, food expert for the 
American Food Research Laboratories. 

"We can state our problem in a simple way," 
began Sir Westfoll. "There is an increasing native 
population that must be fed. We do not have 
sufficient exports to enable us to import the needed 
food on such a vast scale. That means we must 
torn land hitherto unused into land suitable for 
agriculture. We must also decide upon the agricul- 
tural product to be used. For the past three months 
you have been making a survey of our land, our 
people, and of our resources. What have you to 
suggest that would help us?" 

The young American arose from his chair and 
faced the group of men who were assembled to 
hear his report. He knew it would be a hard job 
to sell them the idea. He began to speak slowly. 

"For centuries mankind has spoken about the 
jungle as a sort of enemy. For within the jungle 
are animals' and insects that can be harmful. We 
know that right here in Tanganyika, insect life has 
driven away men and cattle. You could raise more 
cattle if you could get rid of the injurious insects. 
However, you would also need more food for the 
cattle. What I have to suggest will be a way to 
give the natives more food, give cattle more food, 
and add to the income of your people." 

He stopped speaking for two minutes to let the 
words sink into the minds of his hearers. He was 
now ready for the dramatic touch and hoped it 
would succeed. He wanted his hearers to challenge 
him. 

"I suggest you start a series of peanut farms 
over the country," he continued. "The peanut is 
one of the most useful vegetables. Aside from 
being eaten as a fresh vegetable, it is used in 
making vegetable oil and oil cake or meal. The 
meal you feed to the cattle. You will end up with 
more margarine, cooking oil, salad oil, more soap, 
and more money. I could spend hours telling you 



about the many uses of the peanut. In recent years 
research has developed a cork substitute from the 
shells. The American scientist, George Washington 
Carver, discovered some 300 uses for the peanut. 
He made experimentally and successfully: cheese, 
milk, coffee, flour, ink, dyes, wood stains, and in- 
sulating board. The protein product of peanuts is 
suitable for making textile fibres. The Imperial 
Chemical Industries Ltd. of Britain have developed 
a wool-like fabric called Ardil. Within a year, your 
first peanut farm could be in full operation." 

"But where would we get the land?" challenged 
Sir Westfall. "Most of us are acquainted with the 
possibilities of peanut agriculture. You give us the 
land and we will give you the green light to go 
ahead. We have a govenrment fund of about 
twenty million dollars in American currency that 
can be used to purchase the needed machinery." 

This was the moment for which Henry Chandler 
had been waiting. He spoke in a softer tone for 
effect. 

"Remove the jungle and you have all the land 
you want." » 

There was a deadly quiet as the import of those 
words began to sink into the minds of his hearers. 

"How would you get the necessary machinery?" 
asked John Hendley, under-secretary. 

"The heavy tractors and bulldozers will come 
from the Unites States, Canada, and Britain," re- 
plied the young American. "We will purchase 
one thousand surplus Sherman tanks, remove the 
heavy armor and turn them into heavy tractors. 
We shall also obtain a wide range of other kinds 
of machinery and equipment such as landing craft 
and cranes; jeeps and lorries; many kinds of tools; 
workshops; equipment for engineering the water 
supply; drugs and surgical stores; surveying ma- 
terials; tents, huts, furniture, household and sani- 
tary supplies; and building and electric stores." 

"What a gigantic scheme," uttered Sir Westfall. 
"You have my permission to start at once. How- 
ever, if we could get the natives of Kongwa to help. 



the labor problem would be solved. Suppose we 
visit the'village at the end of the week." 

In the Central Province of Tanganyika was sit- 
uated what is known as Kongwa. The area chosen 
for the first peanut farm was 240 miles from the 
east coast port of Dar-es-Salaam and sixteen miles 
north of the main line of the central Tanganyika 
railway. The native inhabitants of Kongwa are 
known as Wagogo. They live in squat, flat-roofed 
huts which were mud walled and thatched. Often 
each hut was surrounded by plots of sorghum, 
millet, and maize. This was an attempt to raise the 
necessary food. During the dry season, 'from early 
May to mid November, the Mugogo looks after his 
few cattle. After the rains he repairs his house 
and cultivates his small plot of land.Chief G'nom- 
bo was in his large thatched house. He had been 
listening to all details of the plan. He had been ed- 
ucated at Oxford and the welfare of his people 
was dear to him. He replied in perfect english. 

"Insofar' as my consent is needed, you can start 
at once to remove the heavy jungle area that lies 
to the right of us. Your offer to pay my people in 
money for their services is a welcome one. But 
they still hate and fear the jungle. Once it is re- 
moved, I know they will be happy. But how to get 
them to be willing to run your machinery is a 
serious problem. Meanwhile, 1 suggest you use your 
own labor force. My people will watch, and surely 
some opportunity will present itself to make them 
want to work." 

As Sir Wcstfall and Henry Chandler started to 
leave the house, a smiling boy of about ten 
approached them, It was easy to notice the resem- 
blance between the youngster and his father, the 
chief. The young American took out some round 
candy balls from his pocket and handed them to 
the boy. 

"Some candy. I brought from America. Hope 
you like these. I have more for you." 

"Thank you," replied the boy. He took them and 
placed one in his mouth. Then a big smile appeared 
on his face. 

'urn, 'm" was all he said! But in anybody's 
language when a youngster says that about candy 
it can only mean: Delicious. 

A month later the first shipment of tractors and 
bulldozers arrived. With them came a crew of men 
whose task it was to train others to operate and 
service the machinery. It had also been agreed 
that they themselves would work for at least two 
months. 

During the next two weeks, the machinery 
began to attack and destroy the jungle. Armed 
guards were ready in,*' esse any of the animals 
forced out of the jungle tried to attack the people. 
It had been decided to try to capture all the animals 



alive, cage them, and transfer them to the restricted 
preserve area in Southern Rhodesia. There they 
would be freed to continue their existence without 
any fear of the hunter. 

Crowds of quiet natives would assemble and 
watch the machines in their daily successful battle 
against the jungle. But they still refused to offer 
their services. Gilbert Marshal, a Canadian, in 
charge of the operation, was puzzled. 

"I don't get it," he said to Henry Chandler. 
"We are destroying their greatest enemy. You'd 
think they would be happy to help us. Yet I sort 
of feel they are waiting for some kind of a chance 
to want to help. Each is watching the other to tee 
who weakens first." 

It happened on a Thursday morning. The young 
American was at the wheel of a tractor. He had 
stopped for a few minutes. The chiefs son 
approached. 

"Some more candy, please," he asked. 

As Henry Chandler started to hand him the 
candy, they fell on the seat next to him. The young- 
ster climbed up and scooped the candy into his 
left hand. He noticed everything and asked, "Show 
me how to run it." 

A half hour later the young American was on 
the other seat. The boy was having the time of his 
life at the controls. Hundreds of natives appeared 
on the scene. The drums were sending out a 
message. Finally the chief appeared with a group 
of his nobles. 

"We almost had a crisis," he told the young 
American. "They fed ashamed. They claim they 
thought the machines were too complicated for 
them to leam how to operate. Nobody told them 
a boy could run one of these machines. So please 
teach them how to operate the tractors. Once you 
do that, the rest of my people will help." 

It took fourteen months to remove the entire 
jungle. But the first peanut farm was in operation 
one year after the war against the jungle had 
commenced. 

"It took modern machinery to do the trick," 
remarked Sir Westfall.
